As we commence our subject 
tonight my heart looks up to) 
Him from whence cometh all of | 
our help. I want every one of you 
to feel the sweet presence of Je- 
sus: before we get through. I 
would not have chosen this 
theme had it not been a real 
Bible theme. 


The writer of Hebrews dwelt 
upon this subject when:he said, 
“Let your conversation be with- 
out Covetousness; and be con- 
tent with such things as ye have: 
for he hath said, I will never 
leave thee nor forsake thee. So 
that I may boldly say, “The Lord 
is my helper.” (Heb. 13:5, 6.) Al- 
ready the sweet presence of Je- 
sus is with us and I feel that pe- 
culiar sacredness that so often 
surrounds me/*while delivering 
these love messages. 


After Moses had met with 
some discouragements while 
leading the children of Israel out 
of bondage and slavery he hesi- 
tated about going on unless God 
would make him a promise that 
He would go with him, but as 
God never fails in His undertak- 
ings, and as if to encourage His 
chosen leader on the way He 
said, “My presence shall go with 
thee.” *This satisfied Moses and 
he was then willing to go on. 


Nothing ‘but the sweet pres- 
ence of Jesus satisfies the hum- 
ble child of God. When the 
brother of Martha and Mary 
was sick unto death they wanted 
Jesus. Their neighbors and 
friends gathered in to comfort 
them but that did not satisfy 
them. They wanted Jesus. They 
felt they could stand it no longer 
so they sent for Him. But He 
did not arrive until after Lazarus 
was dead. When they heard of 
His coming they went out* to 
meet Him. Their hearts were sad 
because their brother was dead 


‘and buried. To them it seemed 


that Jesus came too late. Mar- 
tha said, “If thou hadst been 
here my brother had not died.” 
At once Jesus began to comfort 
them. Their tears were soon 
dried up. Their grief was as- 
suaged. And it was all because 
of the sweet presence of Jesus. 
They could be satisfied with 
Him. 


Jesus spoke some of the most 
v-onderful words that were ever 
uttered. Among the many words 
spoken by our Lord were this, : 


“Come unto me, all ye that labor | come as a living Christian to

they gazed with complacency o- 
ver the ruins of Pharaoh and 
his host and Miriam danced on 
the sands and sung her song, 
they rested, and the people and 
the children took a long breath. 
What sweet, what refreshing 
rest came to their hearts as the 
thought broke in upon their 
minds—the brickyards are gone, 
Pharaoh is gone, the persecution 
is gone, the making bricks with- 
out straw is gone, the taskmas- 
ters are gone,and there is a great 
wall between them and us! Oh, 
what sweet refreshing rest that 
was! 


Now that is just exactly the 
meaning of this rest—the first 
kind. It was a rest, but with a 
full understanding that they 
were going on to their promised 
rest. There was all the time 
something ahead. They were not 
to stay there. Although it was 
a rest, and Moses was with them 
yet he was to lead them on fur- 
ther. And the sweet presence of 
Jesus is with the newly convert- 
ed soul, but they retain this pres- 
ence only as they move on up 
the way. The same is true in 
every experience of life. There 
is a constant moving forward. 
And the only way to retain the 
sweet presence of Jesus in any 
stage of your Christian life is to 
keep moving forward. 


Now let us notice the next 
rest. From the time that the 
Lord blots out our sins it 
changes our hearts. From that 
time the Spirit of God calls us 
into a life.of service. Being born 
of God, we can now serve God, 
and so Jesus says, “Take my 
yoke upon you.” You are now 
converted; you are now God’s 








child; your sins are now pardon- 
ed. The wrath has now passed 
away from you, and now you

You, as a child of, 
God, now bow down and take 
the yoke upon you in absolute, 
entire, and unlimited surrender 
to the divine will; and by taking 
that yoke upon you, you learn

. When the owner of the young 
ox puts the yoke upon his neck, 
the young ox does not criticise 
the yoke. He does not know just 
what the yoke is made of, he 
does not know what kind of 
| wood it is made of, he does not 
know how thick it is, he does not 
know the length of the yoke; 
i but he simply bows his neck 
and the master puts the yoke on. 
'And so we don’t know the things 
God will do with us in years to 
not know what 
God may or will do through us 
or by us. We know it is pure 
and holy and good, but we do 
not know the details of God’s 
will. We do not know how long 
it is or how deep it is or how 
wide it is.Yet we know the 
nature of it, and if we know the 
nature of God’s will we can 
leave_the details to Him. When 
we make an absolute yielding of 
the past, present, and future, all 
we have and all we are, to God, 
and He puts His perfect will 
down upon our souls, it is the 
juncture, it is the union, of our 
perfectly submissive wills and 
the Almighty divine will coming 
upon ours; it is the union of 
these two wiils that opens to us 
the flood gates of the inner life. 
When those two wills come to- 
gether, then you learn that He 
is meek and lowly in heart. 
Then you will begin to realize 
more perfectly the sweet pres- 
ence of Jesus, and that wonder- 
ful soul rest that only Jesus can 
give. 

A closer walk with God should 
be coveted by all. Then put on 
the yoke and learn. Jesus says, 
“Take my yoke upon you and 
learn of me.” The word “yoke” 
reminds me of the farm, the 
barnyard, and the cattle, and the 
implements and work with ox 
en; but the word “learn” re- 
minds me of schools, academies, 
colleges, sciences and arts and 
Philosophy. 

Now where is the connection 
between the words “yoke” and 
“learn?” It is sfmple enough 
when explained. The little ox 
never knows anything until you 
have put the yoke on him. It is 
through the yoke on the back of 
his neck that he gets his educa- 
tion. Go where oxen are used 
extensively and see the men ard 
boys in the winter time drive 
the great oxen around; how 
they will have their sleds, pile 
on the great logs and stand off 
and talk to those oxen— two, 
four, or six hitched to a great 
sled; and how they will make 
them go right and left, and a- 
round that tree and by that big 
log and behind that stump. You 
will stand off and“see how they 
drive the team, and you will say, 
“T. declare those steers act as 
though they had been to col- 












lege.”” And they have. They have 
been to steer college. They 
have been to school and they 
have learned. There was » time 
when those oxen were greén and 
didn’t know anything. But the 
yoke was put on their necks, 
and by the yoke on their necks 
they learned to pull and to “gee” 
and “haw” and back andgo; 
and all the learning they ever 
got was through the back of 
their necks.

of you and ime? It was 
God who made us, and God 
knows how to arrange for us; 
and God knows that, just as an 
ox gets all his learning through 
the back of his neck by a yoke, 
we get all our spiritual learning 
from our submissive wills under 
the will of God. If we will sub- 
mit, like the young oxen, to the 
yoke of the divine will, we will 
learn the marvels of the Bible 
and the marvels of the Holy 
Ghost, and the marvels of the 
things of God, and always enjoy 
the sweet presence of Jesus. 


Beloved, a perfectly submis- 
sive will is the key to all spirit- 
ual enlightenment. Jesus says, 
“Tf_.any.man will do. his will; hes" 
shall know of the doctrine.” 
(John 7:17.) It does not matter 
what your creed has been or 
how you have been raised, if 
you are determined at all haz- 
ards and all risks to do the per 
fect will of God, your. perfectly 
submissive will will be the key 
to your spiritual instruction, and 
you will know the doctrine. 


Indeed it is time we are 
learning of Jesus! (Matt. 11:29.) 
A closer walk with God should 
be coveted by all. O beloved, the 
inner life of Christ! The apos- 
tiles walked by His side for three 
years, and in those three years 
‘|they were converted, their 
names registered in heaven. 
They cast out devils and did 
many wonderful things, and 
they learned a great deal about 
Jesus, but they never learned the 
inner life of Christ till after Pen- 
tecost. When Jesus had gone 
back to the bosom of the Father, 
and the Holy Ghost had des- 
cended, and their hearts had 
been purged from all doubt and 
fear and the carnal mind, and 
they had been baptized with the 
Holy Ghost and fire; under the 
illumination of the Holy Ghost 
they learned more about the in- 
ner nature of Jesus in one hour 
than they had learned in three 
years before. 


Paul said there was a_ time 
when he knew Christ according 
to the outer man. Jesus was a 
historical Jesus, a redeeming Je- 
sus. To a great many people to- 
day He is an outer Christ. But 
beloved, have you learned the 
inner Christ? Have you learned 
the inner life of Jesus? Do you 
really know the sweet presence 
of Jesus? He says there is a 
way for us to learn this inner 
life—learn that He is meek and 
lowly in heart. That is a learn- 
ing that the noisy world never 
gets. That is a learning colleges 
cannot impart. “I thank thee, O

There is an inner sense of His 


purity and of His calmness and 
of His fidelity and of His gentle- 
ness and love. There is an inner 
life in Christ that is worth more 
than words can tell. 


We have now arrived at a 
place where I -feel almost like 
removing my shoes and tread- 
ing very softly. When words fail 
to express, often tears flow and 
express more than words. I 
feel the sweet presence of Jesus 
this moment. That inner life has 
taken possession. That soul rest 
is beyond compare. The sweet 
hours of midnight are so sacred 
to me since having spent so 
many sacred midnight hours in 
the sweet presence of Jesus. 
Tears of gratitude fill my eyes 
this moment. I stop a moment, 
then resume the message. I feel 
Iam on sacred ground. I hope to 
be drawing fifty thousand of my 
midnight congregation into the 
sweet presence of Jesus by this 
message. O, if I only could! Be- 
loved, come nearer! Let us walk 
close to God. Learn that Jesus 
is meek and lowly in heart and 
draw very near to Him. 


We come up to this mountain 
peak at this midnight hour in 
order to enter the heart of our 
Savior. Is that saying too much? 
We have not come up here to be 
like a lot of parrots, everlasting 
ly prating about the mere out- 
side things of religion. We have 
learned the outer life of Christ; 
we have learned all of that. But 
we are up here that we may en- 
ter His inner heart life, and par- 
ticipate in that inner life of our 
Savior by submitting to His will 
and learning of Him. 

The words “meekness” and 
“lowliness” seem to be about the 
same. Meekness, however, 
means humility in reference to 
God and submissive to His will: 
lowliness means humility in re- 
ference to our fellow beings. To 
be meek means to feel our entire 
nothingness in the presence of 
God: to be lowly means to es- 
teem others better than we are. 
We might say one is a perpen- 
dicular virtue and refers to God, 
the other is a horizontal virtue 
and refers to our fellow men. To 
be perfectly meek means to get 
down to the bottom of yourself, 
to get where you are nothing in 
your own feelings and estima- 
tion. You are nothing. You get 
where Abraham got. He is our 
example, in one sense. Abraham 
said he was “dust and ashes.” 
(Gen. 18:27.) Ashes is less than 
dust; it is burnt up wood. When 
we get where Abraham got, to 
be dust and ashes, that is meek- 
ness. 


Then to be lowly in heart we 
are to esteem others better than 
we are. Let their. faults alone; 
stop criticising people; get 
where you see your own faults 
so much that you have no time 
to fix your eyes on other people. 
Get where you stop being an- 
noyed over things going wrong. 
Get where you stop stumbling 
over other people; get where you 


peevish, and 
other people; get 
where you feel that you are the 
least and the lowest,—that is to 
be lowly. The one virtue goes 
straight up to God, the other vir- 
tue goes straight out toward our 
fellow men; and they make a 
cross, and on that cross we die. 


When we get where we are 
perfectly nothing in our own 
estimation in God’s presence, 
and when we get where we are 
perfectly willing to love every- 
body without living on their 
faults and their frailties, that is 
the cross of the inner heart. 
That is not the wooden cross that 
they put on steeples; that is not 
the historical cross that gleamed 
near Jerusalem; that is not the 
cross that is wreathed with 
flowers on your parlor walis; but 
that is the cross of Christ. That 
is the cross that is made of the 
Holy Ghost inside your soul; 
and when the Holy Ghost puts 
that cross inside your soul and 
you submit to it, that will be the 
power of God unto you. Then 
you will know something about 
the sweet presence of Jesus. 
Then you will know something 
more about soul rest than you 
have hitherto. Then you will 
have a closer walk with God.. 


tiow many are trying to grow 
into this experience! They are 
sutuggling and have been at it 
for years. When you learn your 
lesson you will find something. 
Oh, it is a pleasure to find 
things! A mother drops her ball 
of yarn or spool of cotton on the 
floor and it ros under the ved, 
and see how quickly the little 
fellow runs or crawls under the 
bed to find it. It is a joy to find 
things. Columbus didn’t make 
America; he just discovered it— 
just found it, and that poor fel- 
low in California years ago did 
not manufacture the gold; he did 
not grow it, he only found it. 
His mill needed repairing, and 
while he was digging out for the 
foundation for the mill he found 
the gold. Let us dig down and 
find something. And in our poy- 
erty, in our distress, when we 
get down we will find something. 
We will not make it, but we will 
find it already made to order,— 
soul rest, rest of heart, rest of 
mind, rest of conscience. The 
will does not struggle as it used 
to. You will find you are resting 
in God.You are not disturbed or 
annoyed by theological problems 
any more. You have a_ mind 
clear as sunlight and as settled 
as Gibralter. There is stability 
and there is repose. A few winds 
may blow and _ ruffle the sur- 
face of your mind, and your 
thoughts may be perplexed 
sometimes, and in your sensibil- 
ities you may have sufferings, 
but down in the deep secret of 
your soul there is one everlasting 
calm. Ships may sail alone and 
cyclones may howl, but in the 
great ocean depths of your soul 
there is an everlasting calmness 
that judgment days and resur- 
rection days and death days can- 
not shake or disturb. 


O beloved, we are pilgrims and 
strangers here. We need this

While the bride is in such a 
state of perfection, look at the 
Church of God at Corinth with 
members in it who were not 
even sanctified. 

Look too, at those in the 
churches of Galatia who were 
fallen from grace, those that 
were sleeping, not watching and 
praying as they should, and see

it spoils many. 


In the 25th: chapter of St. 
Matthew we have a beautiful 
parable of ten virgins. Five of 
them were wise and five of them 
were foolish. Writing on this 
subject Jesus says, “Then shall 
the kingdom of heaven be liken- 
ed unto ten virgins, which took 
their lamps and went forth to 
meet the bridegroom.” 

All Bible students will agree 
that Jesus is speaking concern- 
ing His appearance in midway 
air to catch away His bride. 


Please notice, dear readers, 
that they were all virgins and 
not sinners as some claim. The 
midnight cry is soon to be made. 
The Gentile age is rapidly draw- 
ing to a close and the great 
tribulation is soon to burst forth 
upon this world in all its fury, 
but not until the bride or the 
Lamb’s wife is taken out of the 
way. (2Thes. 2:2-9.)I want to be 
ready when the Lamb of God 
appears in His glory and majes- 
ty to go with Him, Hallelujah! 
Don't you? 

Oil is a type of the Holy Ghost. 

Many, many precious souls 
have received this wonderful ex- 
perience of the mighty baptism 
of the Holy Ghost and fire, or in 
other words have received the oil 
in their vessels but-are now 
sleeping and thinking they will 
be able to get oil in their vessels 
when He makes His appearance. 

They will utterly fail for we 
hear Jesus say, “And the foolish 
said unto the wise, Give us of 
your oil, for’our lamps are gone 
out.” The thought I want to get 
before the “body” (church) is, 
that these five foolish virgins 
were saved people but they faii- 
ed to go up because they did not 
have oil in their vessels. 

Listen, the word 
means purity, says Webster. 

To say the five foolish vir- 
gins were sinners would do a 
way with 
purity as given by eon. the 
great writer. 

The Greeks say “our 
are burning low” that is at the 


point of going out, showing that 
they were Christians and had 


some grace abiding in them. 


Notice they had some grace 
and had been able to maintain a 
perfectly correct outward life as 
good as the others but not till 
that awful crisis did they find 
their awful lack of real fitness to 
meet Jesus. The bride is clearly 
set forth in Scripture and she is 
beautiful to behold with her love- 
liness, beauty and adornment. 
Rebecca was a beautiful type. 
She did not know that she was 
to be the bride of Isaac while 
she was doing the very things, 
that Abraham’s servant prayed | 
that the bride should do. Listen, 
she measured up to every re- 
quirement with perfect ease on 
her part, because the very na-

that follow her shall be brought 
unto thee, with gladness and re- 
joicing shall they be brought: 
they. shall enter into the King’s 
palace.” (Psa. 45:14-15.) But 
notice, while they enter the 
Kings palace they (The wise 
virgins) are not the bride. 


The wise virgins of Matt. 25 
are not a part of the bride but 


‘Tthey will have the blessed privi- 


lege of entering with the bride, 
because of having oil in their 
vessels with their lamps. They 
were not like the foolish virgins. 
The foolish virgins are virgins 
but will not get in with the oth- 
ers, and yet it is evident they 
are members of the Church, as 
they seemed to have fellowship 
with those that did get in. The 
wise virgins who are fortunate 
enough to enter with the bride 
are evidently members of the 
church, but not the bridehood 
saints. The Holy Ghost is given 
to lead us and to guide us into 
all truth. Jno 14:26. 

Now, Dear readers, you will see 
from these Scriptures produced 
that one can be a wise virgin and 
yet not be a member of the 
bride. One can talk in tongues, 
and feel the quickening power 
occasionally and yet fail to go 
up when Jesus comes because 
their lamps are burning low, on 
a spiritual decline so to speak. 
Saints, wake up if you are in 
that number, lest you fail to go 
up. Arise from spiritual slumber 
for Jesus is very soon coming. 
Bless His Name. 

Remember also that God said 
obedience is better than  sacri- 
fice, to hearken than the fat of 
rams. Lets be obedient to them
